F TER the flight of Eskender, the taking 
of his wives,, children and domeſtics, the 
conqueſt of his fortreſſes, and the pillage of his 
effects, horſes, and cattel, the emperor reſolv'd 
to return to Samarcand. He order d the Mir- 
245 who had the government of the two Iracs to 
go thither ; and likewiſe the Seid Azzedin He- 
zaregheri with his brothers, and the Seid Ali Ma- 
ꝛendrani, to return to their reſpective govern- 
ments: and he gave veſts to each of em.
